EVELOPMENTS this week in the 
movement to consolidate the Army 


and Navy into a Department of Na- | 


tional Defense were many fold. They 
included: 

1. Indirect, though clear, disapproval 
of the proposal by President Hoover in 
his reorganization message to Con- 
gress. 

2. Decision of the Democratic House 
leaders to make the measure a party 
policy and put it through the House 
quickly.

5. Staunch advocacy of the proposed 
consolidation by both Representative 
McSwain, chairman of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee, and Representative 
Williamson (Republican), both of whom 
testified before the Expenditures Com- 
mittee. 

6. Chairman Cochran called a meet- 
ing of the committee for this morning 
to consider whether to hear more wit-

posed to the consolidation of the Army 
and Navy, but in his message this 
week on governmental reorganization 
he said: “The ten major executive de- 
partments and the major regulatory 
and financial boards and commissions 
should, of course, be maintained.” This 
is taken as a clear cut indication of his 
opposition to the consolidation. 

Considerable speculation has arisen 
as to why the committee did not hear 
General MacArthur. Both Secretary 
Adams and Hurley were heard, as well 
as the chiefs of both air forces, and 
while the Chief of Operations of the 
Navy was heard the Army’s Chief of 
Staff was not. Judging from the tenor 
of General MacArthur’s letter to Rep- 
resentative Martin on the subject this 
week his testimony if he had been 
called would have been such as to have 
aroused considerable doubt in the pub- 
lic mind as to the advisability of the 
project. It is generally believed that it 
was foreknowledge of this fact that 
resulted in the committee’s failure to 
hear him. 

Prediction that the House will pass 
the Army-Navy consolidation bill, if the 
committee reports it favorably, was 
Made by Speaker John Nance Garner, 
Im a newspaper interview Tuesday. 

Speaker Garner voiced the hope that 
the committee would approve the meas- 
ure, despite the opposition of the Sec- 
retaries of War and Navy. He said he 
Was sure the House would approve it 
as soon as they saw the measure in the 
Tight light.

| "THE House Committee on Appropria- 
tions gave a “preview” of the treat- 
| ment it plans for officers and men of 
the regular Army and Navy when it 
| reported out on Monday the bill con- 
| taining appropriations for the Coast 
| and Geodetic Survey. Therein was a 
| provision phrased to apply the salary 
| “freezing” plan to the commissioned 
| personnel of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, which is paid under the same 
Joint Pay Act of-1922 as the regular 
Army and Navy. 

The crux of the amendment is “that 
no additional credits for service shall 
be allowed to any commissioned officer 
in the Coast and Geodetic Survey for 
purposes of base or period pay, or for 
longevity pay before July 1, 1933; any 
increase of base or period pay for 
length of service, or longevity pay, 
which would have been authorized 
under existing law before that date, 
shall become effective July 1, 1933, and 
not earlier, notwithstanding the provi- 
sions of any other act.” 

This phraseology undoubtedly is 
what Chairman Byrns, of the Appro- 
priations Committee, had reference to 
when he told the Journal, as reported 
last week, that he had a way to “take

On Thursday of this week the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee report- 
ed out the Agriculture bill, the first 
one containing the new amendment put 
on by the House. The Senate Com- 
mittee struck out the amendment, but 
at the same time said they want to per- 
fect it in conference. 

The report stated: “These sections 
relating to compensation, filling of va- 
cancies, promotions and so forth, were 
eliminated without prejudice, from the 
bill where in conference more informa- 
tion would be at hand which would be 
necessary in perfecting the same.” 

Six uniformed governmental services 
come under the Joint Pay Act, and 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey is the 
first of these to have its appropriation 
bill reported, thereby revealing the 
form of attack the economy advocates 
will take upon the pay of the Army and 
Navy personnel. 

As far as the personnel of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey is concerned, this 
amendment will effect a savings of 
only $17,687. However, the commis-

President and Democrats 
Back Public Works Proposal 


HE drive to create an Administra- 
tion of Public Works, to which Army 
| Engineers will be delegated in connec- 
tion with Rivers and Harbor work, was 
pushed with renewed vigor this week 
by both President Hoover and the Dem- 
ocratic chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures. 

The President, in his message sent 
to Congress Wednesday, listed the cre- 
ation of the proposed administration 
first among the new offices he wants 
Congress to establish in order to help 
him reorganize governmental activities. 


Mr. Hoover said: “The public works 
administration should be partially a 
service agency to the other depart- 
ments of the Government, executing 
certain construction work, the subse- 
quent operation of which should be 
carried on by those departments. It 
should be also partially an administer- 
ing certain contract work which can- 
not be delegated to any one depart- 
ment. Naval, military, and some other 
highly specialized construction work, 
should not be transferred to this agen- 
cy. The supervision and construction 
of rivers and harbors work should be 
continued under direction of Army en- 
gineers, who should be delegated by 
the Secretary of War to the service of 
the administrator of public works for 
this purpose.” 

In making this recommendation to 
Congress the President is further em- 
phasizing similar recommendations he 
has made in the past. 

The proposal has received rather 
widespread approval among civilian 
engineering organizations, who would,

Enactment of Censtruction

ECLARING that “no Government

‘WHE sub-committee on War Depart- 
4 ment appropriations has turned its 
recommendations over to the whole 
House Committee on Appropriations 
and the matter of the extent of econo- 
mies and reduction of personnel now 
rests in that body. 

Representative Joseph W. Byrns, 
chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, told the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal yesterday: 

“The War Department Supply Bill 
has been turned over to me, but as we 
do not plan to report it for several 
weeks—not until several of the other 
supply bills have been disposed of—I 
have not had time to consider it in all 
of its details. 

“However, I can say there has been 
no final decision as to the number of 
officers and enlisted men who would be 
retired under the measure or whether 
or not there will be any dropped. There 
are some members who advocate a cut 
of 2,000 while others favor a much 
smaller reduction or retention of pres- 
ent personnel strength—-some want to 
give the matter more study before 
making up their minds. 

“I will have to reserve my own per- 
sonal views until I have had time to 
give the matter more study. It was 
my understanding that if any are to be 
dropped, they would be retired with 
three-fourths pay as it now is the cus- 














point where, unless we lay down new 
ships, we shall find that by the year 
1936 we will have but 11 destroyers 
that are underage, as compared with | 
47 for Great Britain and 70 for Japan. 
We shall have but 20 underage subma- 
rines, as compared with 33 for Great 
Britain and 47 for Japan. We shall 
have but 10 of the 6-inch cruisers, as 
compared to 14 for Great Britain and 
18 for Japan. It is high time that the 
world appreciated that the people of 
the United States intend to provide and 
maintain a Navy adequate for the pro- 
tection of our country, our commerce, 
and our citizens. This naval construc- 
tion bill is the first step in that direc- 
tion. 

“Not only do I feel that this bill 
should be immediately enacted, but I 
feel that appropriations for the ships 
that are provided for in it should be 
immediately forthcoming. Did the 
people of this country fully appreciate 
the naval situation, did they realize 
how rapidly their Navy is sinking to 
the position of that of a second-class 
naval power, I am sure that there 
would be a most insistent demand 
for the immediate enactment of this 
bill and for the construction of the

It is generally understood at the 
Capitol that the Democratic policy 
committee of Senate and House leaders 
have set 1,000 officers as the reduc- 
tion to be finally effected. Many be- 
lieve that they plan to put a 2,000 
officer reduction program through the 
House. The Senate is then expected 
te restore the entire cut. The victory 
would then come in conference, they 
plan, with a compromise on the 1,000 
reduction desired by the policy com- 
mittee. 

However, the strongest deterrent to 
the execution of these plans—and the 
leaders are well aware of it—is the 
Sino-Japanese situation. They are 
watching that situation with keen in- 
terest for they know that unless some 
pacific settlement is reached before they 
bring up the Army bill, the people of 
the country will not stand for weaken- 
ing our defense forces. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note the situation with respect to the 
United States ability with its present 
force to protect its nationals in the 
troubled area. With the dispatch of 
the 31st Infantry, the United States 
has virtually exhausted its ability to 
get troops quickly to the danger zone. 
There is only one battalion of regular 
infantry left in the Philippines—all the 
other infantry there, is Philippine 
Scouts, which it is believed cannot be 
sent on missions out of the Philippines. 
It would not be desirable to weaken the 
garrison at Hawaii, so further relief - 
would have to come from the mainland. 
With this situation confronting the 
country the knowledge that any fur- 
ther reductions of our forces would 
virtually have to come from our pos- 
sessions is not comforting. 

Regarding the method of reduction, 
if such should be decided upon, there 
has been a great deal said in the com- 
mittee. Many believe that the selec- 
tion of those to go would be left en- 
tirely to the War Department. Re- 
tirement of overage field officers has 
been frequently mentioned, in the be- 
lief that such a method would have the 
effect of creating the most savings 
($3,000 per year per man retired has 
been estimated). However, this met 
objections. A proportionate 
elimination of officers in each grade 
also has been considered with the pro- 
(Please turn to Page 598):

ONSOLIDATION of the War and Navy Departments into a single department 

’ of national defense, which is being considered by the House Committee on 
Expenditures in the Executive Departments, has received a none too hearty 
welcome from the press of the nation. Although numerous editorials have 
appeared in the smaller dailies favoring it and a number of papers accepting 
the statements of Representative Byrns, sponsor of the project, that consolida- 
tion would save the Government $100,000,000, few of the well-considered expres- 
sions of opinion in the leading newspapers accept the plan as advisable. The 
editorials which favor the proposal are either motivated by reasons of economy 
and accept without question Representative Byrns’ estimate of saving as sound, 
although he was unable to show how this amount would be saved when ques- 
tioned before the committee, or back the proposal because of its emphasis upon 
aviation. 


“THE suggestion that the Navy and War Departments be consolidated has 

been renewed and the public sees no reason why this change is not only 
practicable but advantageous,” declares the Albany, N. Y., News. “One argu- 
ment in its favor is that it would save the nation $100,000,000 a year and that is 
a convincing argument in these times, or in any times.” Furthermore, avers the 
News, “In union there is strength and this applies particularly to the whole 
business of defense.” 


N the other hand, the Baltimore Evening Sun states: “It is a pretty theory, 
and on paper it seems impregnable. But in practice when has the merger of 
two Government agencies ever resulted in a saving to the taxpayers? It seems 
to be one of those things that just don’t happen. Unless and until the advocates 
of the plan can cite instances in which the idea has worked as its proponents 
expected it to work, the man in the street has little cause to grow excited 


about it.” 


HE Indianapolis Star comments as follows: “The reasons advanced for the 

present dual control seem well founded. The character of the service each 
renders offers sharp points of difference. It may touch here and there as for 
example, in the flying service. On that point, however, ranking officers objected 
to the creation of a unified air corps, as had been urged by the fiery General 
Mitchell, former Army air chief. 

“The civilian members of the Cabinet heading the two Service departments 
must necessarily depend on technical experts for advice. The problems of each, 
however, seem sufficiently varied to warrant separate War and Navy secretaries. 
If there were only one Cabinet member heading a department of defense, he 
would be required to work through under-secretaries, who virtually would do the 
work of the two present Cabinet members. The single head of the merged 
department would have many interservice worries in addition to those which 
develop in the direction of one branch of the national defensive forces. 
greatest gain which might result from uniting the two branches apparently would 
be limited to some economies in the purchase of supplies. 

“The chief object of the proposed governmental reorganization has been to 
scrap many bureaus and to eliminate the overlapping authority of two or more 
departments. * * * There is red tape in both the War and Navy Departments, 


but little of it is due to conflicts of authority. 


“If Congress would eliminate practically all of the independent bureaus in 
Washington and place them under responsible Cabinet control and also end the 


overlapping of departmental jurisdiction, there would be little need to unite the 


two service establishments under a single Cabinet head.” 


ECLARING that the proposed merger is attractive from the viewpoint of 
economy, the South Bend, Ind., Tribune states: “From the national defense 


viewpoint, however, the project is dubious; and of course the standard of national 
defense is much more important than the saving of dollars in current expenses, 
“To be efficient a department of national defense probably would have to | 
retain the major characteristics of the Army and Navy departments. It obviously 
is impossible to administer naval and army affairs in identical manners because 
the two arms of defense are radically different and therefore create peculiar

This latter item (longevity pay) affects less 
than one-third of the officers, and only those 
below lieutenant colonel of 30 years’ service. 


From the foregoing it. clearly ap- 
pears that: 

Only a comparatively trifling saving 
is effected, less than one-half of 1 per 
cent. 

The glari injustice is that about 
$400,000 of the $600,000 loss, or more 
than 65%, will be borne by lieutenants 
and nurses, and about $300,000 of this 
$400,000, or one-half of the whole 
$600,000, is borne by about 400 lieuten- 
ants and the nurses. 

To further illustrate this injustice, 
for example, in the Army the effect of 
the provision would be to single out 
certain Military Academy classes and 
deny to them what all other classes get 
and what the law plainly held out to 
them they likewise would get. The 
class of 1927 (174 second lieutenants) 
who graduated on June 14, 1927, under 
the law would pass into the second pay 
period on June 14, 1932, that is, upon 
completion of five years’ service. Since 
the appropriation bill no doubt will be 
approved prior to June 14, 1932, this 
class alone of all classes since 1932 








would be denied this advance, which is 
the most vital advance in the Army ca- 
reer. These young men now range in 
age from 26 to 30, the normal time of 
life to enter the marital state. Many 
of them, relying upon the promise of 
the Government that they would re 
ceive this advance, have married and 
incurred proper and natural obligations 
which they could have cared for if the 
situation remained as they were enti- 
tled to believe it would remain. Now 
to find themselves faced with these ob- 
ligations and denied the means to take 
care of them, is a blow the conse 
quences of which reach most serious 
proportions. 

To like effect, with only slightly less 
serious results, is the application of the 
provision on the classes of 1922 a 
1915, who reach the third and fourth 
pay periods in 10 and 17 years, respee 
tively.

Returns to Citadel 
YIELDING to overwhelming public 
opinion, General Charles P. Sum- 
merall, retired Chief of Staff of the 
Army, has withdrawn his resignation 


as president of The Citadel, State mili- 
tary college of South Carolina, which 
he submitted following an affront by a 
member of the State Senate. 

Immediately following General Sum- 
merall’s departure from Senate com- 
mittee considering appropriations for 
the Citadel, upon being offensively 
questioned about a deficit accumulated 
before his regime, the press, numerous 
State officials, and representatives of 
Civic bodies, called upon him to per- 
suade him to reconsider his resignation. 
Considerably angered at the unwar- 
ranted statements, General Summerall 
did not give in to the appeals, until the 
student body at the Citadel petitioned 
him to remain. 


The incident was provoked by a ques- 
tion by State Senator W. C. Hamrick, 
of Cherokee, S. C., in regard to a deficit 
of $19,000 which had been piled up be- 
fore General Summerall became head 
of the South Carolina school. 

“By what authority did you increase 
the deficit?” it was demanded. “What 
necessity is there for the State to make 
definite appropriations if departments 
and institutions may spend more than 
is appropriated?” 

Ired, the General left the meeting, 
declaring that he would not stand for 
such an indignity either personally or 
as a representative of Citadel. He in- 
formed the committee that he would 
submit his resignation within six hours. 
Senator Hamrick undertook to explain 
that he meant no offense, but the Gen- 
eral left, declaring that he “could un- 
derstand the English language. He 
later handed in his formal resignation. 
Public opinion welcomed General 
Summerall’s decision to remain at the 
Citadel and his stand in the matter was. 
supported editorially by the State news- 
papers, it being considered that he did 
a good service in “metaphorically slap- 
ping the face of an arrogant politician.” 
Commenting on his resignation the 
Charleston Eevening Post declares: 
“Certainly there is not one person in all 
the State who would have been im- 
pressed by such reflection. General 
Summerall is held in the highest honor, 
esteem and affection for the gentleman 
and the soldier he is. His coming to 
the Citadel has given the keenest satis- 
faction and his administration has 
brought that institution into a wider 
sphere of honor and of usefulness. His 
retirement after only a few months of 
service as its president would be la- 
mentable and his withdrawal from the 
State would cause universal regret.” 
Under the caption “Properly Resent- 
ed,” the Charleston News and Courier 
states: “Had General Summerall not 
taken offense he would not have been 
the officer and gentleman that we have 
known him by reputation to be.” 
“Having said this,” the editorial con- 
tinues, “The News and Courier further 
holds that nothing has occurred to pre- 
vent General Summerall withdrawing 
his resignation as president of the Cita- 
del. No single State Senator speaks 
for South Carolina, and for that matter 
not all of them can speak for it. * * * 
We want General Summerall to stay 
at the Citadel, not so much because he 
is a great soldier and man of interna- 
tional distinction, but that the boys 
need him. South Carolina needs Gen-

General Gilchrist Talks 


"THERE is no military weapon about 

which the public has been more in- 
fluenced and deceived by ignorance 
and Prejudice than the gases and 
chemicals employed in warfare, Maj. 
Gen. Harry L. Gilchrist, Chief of the 
Chemical Warfare Service, told an 
audience of officers of the Ft. Benning 
garrison on Tuesday during the course 











cal warfare service of the Army which 
the General gave in the main theatre. 
General Gilchrist opened his talk by 
a comparison. of the simple weapons in 
use by the Army during the Spanish- 
American War, when he first came into 
the service, with those in the hands of 
the Army today. General Gilchrist, 
who is a student and scientist of note, 
stated that in the past four years sci- 
ence has made some of its greatest de- 
velopments, particularly in the field 
of chemistry, and he predicted great 
advances during the next five years. 
During the World War General Gil- 
christ, then a colonel in the Medical 
Corps, was medical advisor to the chief 
of the Chemical Warfare Service and 
in that capacity had unusual opportuni- 
ties for observing and studying the ef- 
fects of chemicals in warfare. His lec- 
ture included many of the results of 
these studies, which were illustrated by 
charts and lantern slides showing per- 
centages of casualties caused by gases 
and various methods by which these 
new war agents were employed in the 
field. According to General Gilchrist, 
a soldier who has become a casualty 
from gas has 12 times as many chances 
for recovery as one wounded by a pro- 
jectile or other weapon. 
Referring to widespread statements 
by uninformed persons that one ton of 
mustard gas could wipe out the popu- 
lation of the city of New York, the 
General stated that such an effect could 
not be produced by any known means 
except that of having each inhabitant 
receive an individual injection of the 
deadly fluid. If this gas were released 
from airplanes it would be dissipated 
to such an extent that it would be im- 
potent by the time it had reached the 
street levels, said General Gilchrist, He 
also said that. contrary to general 
opinion, war gases which disable and 
do not kill are not only the most effec- 
tive but the most humane of all the 
Army’s weapons. 
General Gilchrist mentioned his for- 
mer acquaintance with Columbus 
which he acquired in 1898 while serv- 
ing with troops preparing for the 
Spanish-American War which were en- 
camped on the Macon Road. He spoke 
of the leading hotel at that time being 
equipped with oil lamps and pitchers 
and wash bowls and made favorable 
comparisons of his impressions of the 
Columbus of 1898 and that of 1932. 
General King, in introducing General 
Gilchrist, prior to his lecture, referred 
to some of his accomplishments as a 
medical officer. He mentioned par- 
ticularly his studies of leprosy which 
were carried on at Tybee, near Savan- 
nah, a number of years ago when Gen- 
eral Gilchrist, then a young medical 


officer, was isolated for one year with 
a coast artillery soldier who had fallen 
victim to leprosy. In his early studies 
of typhoid fever the young medical offi- 


cer became a victim to some of his 


own early experiments with the disease. 
After the World War he was sent to 
Poland as a medical advisor to the 
Polish Government to assist in the 
check of the epidemic of typhus which 
was decimating the Polish population. 
For this and other distinguished serv- 
ices he has been ‘decorated by the 
United States and other governments.

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Public Works Bill 


(Continued from First Page) 
this practical and economical, as well 
as productive, form of training for 
their military functions, and at the 
same time placing the work they have 
been doing under political control. 


On Tuesday, the day before the Pres- 
ident’s message was sent to Congress, 
Representative Cochran, of Missouri, 
Democratic chairman of the House 
Committee on Expenditures in the 
Executive Departments, told the House 
of Representatives that as soon as his 
committee concludes with its consider- 
ation of the bill to create a Depart- 
ment of National Defense, it will start 
hearings on the Public Works bill. 

In the House there are already two 
bills looking toward the creation of 
an Administration of Public Works. 
One was introduced by Chairman 
Cochran and the other by Representa- 
tive Williamson, of South Dakota, the 
ranking Republican on the same com- 
mittee. Mr. Williamson’s bill gener- 
ally is considered to carry out the 
President’s idea. 

Mr. Williamson’s Statement 

Mr. Williamson, in speaking of his 
bill, says: 

“Many attempts have been made in 
the past to bring together the engi- 
neering, architectural and construc- 
tion activities of the Government un- 
der one head, but organized opposi- 
tion and well directed propaganda 
have defeated this important reform. 
At the last Congress extensive hear- 
ings on the subject were had by the 
Committee on Expenditures in the 
Executive Departments, of which I was 
then chairman, but no action was tak- 
en as the time did not yet seem ripe 
to attempt to press it to a final con- 
clusion. The Chairman’s bill for the 
consolidation of all veterans’ activi- 
ties did, however, become law. The 
results of that legislation in operation 
have demonstrated beyond the perad- 
venture of a doubt that proper consoli- 
dation of closely related agencies is 
sound, not only from the standpoint 
rendered, but from the standpoint of 
economy and efficiency in management. 
Its success affords the strongest pos- 
sible argument for favorable action on 
the present bill. 

“Naturally the question arises as to 
what benefits may be expected to flow 
from the consolidation proposed in the 
present bill. As I coceive them the 
more important may be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 

“1_-The development of an expert 
corps of highly trained civilian archi- 
tects, engineers, designers and drafts- 
men whose service will be immediately 
available to all other departmnts of the 
Government. The new set-up would 
occupy the same relation to the Gov- 
ernment that professional firms of a 
similar character occupy with reference 
to private individuals and firms en- 
gaged in construction. : 

“2 The gradual accumulation of 
architectural and engineering designs, 
plans and data of the highest order 
which would be available to city or 
other planning commissions and the 
public generally. ; p 

“3_-The expert architects and engi- 
neers of the Administration would con- 
stitute an advisory body which in the 
course of time would be instrumental 
in placing American architecture and 
design at the very forefront of all that 
is beautiful, practical and enduring in 
construction. ' 
“4—It would tend to standardize de- 
sign, plans and specifications, which is 
an important item in economy, pur- 
chasing and construction. Such stand- 
ardization should result in securing ma- 
terially lower bids for public work. 
“5_It would result in expert inspec- 
tion of materials and supervision, 
which in turn would mean high-class 
construction. 

“G-It would enable the Government 
to keep in close touch with private con- 
struction of all kinds and set a stand- 
ard that would be a great national 


asset. ; 
“7_It will eliminate present dupli- 
cation and overlapping in the numer- 
ous departments and independent es- 
tablishments now doing construction 
work and should mean a very substan- 
tial saving in annual overhead. 
“3 It would promote efficiency and 
result in very great net savings in the 
tremendous construction program of 
the Government. 
“9 It would enable Congress to have 
a complete picture of the entire con- 
struction program, which is impossible 
now. It would also tend to closer scru- 
tiny of the use of public funds and 
definitely prevent the self-expanding 
activities of numerous bureaus now 
competing with others for importance. 
“  #10—And, finally, it should be made 
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bilizing employment by long-term 
planning of public improvements. Gov- 
ernmental construction should be so 
managed as to be slowed up during 
periods of prosperity and- accelerated 
during periods of depression and un- 
employent. This is practically impos- 
sible uner the present set-up.” 

Representative Cochran, in explain- 
ing his measure, says: 

“Briefly the bill provides for the ap- 
pointment ot an Administrato. of Pub- 
lic Works at a salary of $15,000 a 
year to be appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate. It pro- 
vides he-shall hold office for 15 years 
and can only be removed for causes 
specified in the bill. This feature fol- 
lows closely the provisions under which 
the Comptroller General was appointed. 

“Provisions are made in the set-up 
for a Division of Administration and 
Technical Service; a Division of Archi- 
tecture and Public Buildings; a Divi- 
sion of Waterways and Ports; a Di- 
vision of Public Roads; a Division of 
Reclamation; a Division of National 
Parks and Forests; and a Division of 
Federal Employment Stabilization. 
Seven directors, one for each division, 
are to be appointed. 

“Except as otherwise provided in the 
Act the Administrator of Public Works 
shall perform his duties under the di- 
rection of the President and shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction over the design, 
construction, maintenance, operation 
and repair of all public buildings and 
public works under the control of the 
United States, including railroads, 
highways, roads, bridges, telephone and 
telegraph lines, buildings, monuments, 
memorials, parks and grounds, irriga- 
tion and drainage systems, water sup- 
ply systems, dams, canals, river and 
harbor improvements, and all other 
public works which require engineer- 
ing instrumentalities essential to such 
design and construction. 

“The bill places under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Administrator of Public 
Works the office of the Supervising 
Architect, the Bureau of Public Roads, 
the Forest Service, except the agricul- 
tural functions, the Office of Public 
Buildings and Public Parks of the Na- 
tional Capital, various other activities 
in connection with public work in the 
city of Washington, the Commission of 
Fine Arts, Rivers and Harbor Improve- 
ments, the Board of Engineers of New 
York City, the Office of Supervisor of 
New York Harbor, the United States 
Engineer Offices, the Mississippi River 
Commission, the California Debris 
Commission, the Board of Road Com- 
missioners of Alaska, Alaska Tele- 
graph and Cable System, and all other 
public work. 

“However, only non-military and non- 

naval activities are removed from the 
jurisdiction of the Army and Navy. 
“Special provisions are made in con- 
nection with the use of Army and Na- 
val engineers by the Administrator of 
Public Works. 
“While the Act is to take effect upon 
its approval it will not affect the valid- 
ity of any contract which shall have 
been entered into in accordance with 
existing law prior to the effective date. 
“The purpose of the bill is to place 
under one head all public work for bet- 
ter efficiency and a saving of public 
funds. Effort will be made at the 
proper time to show that the passage 
of the Act will result in a very large 
saving to the taxpayers. 


Found—One Mule 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—Capt. William B. 
Tuttle, Provost Marshal of Ft. Ben- 
ning, supervisor of servants, custodian 
of wild turkeys, coons, ‘possums and 
other game, and registrar of cats, dogs 
and other domestic pets, has a prob- 
lem on hand which is not only # poser 
but is running up a board bill at the 
rate of 25 cents a day. Several days 
ago one of the provost marshal’s men 
took into custody a brown mule, which, 
oblivious to the firing on Wilcox Range 
and in violation of garrison regulations, 
was wandering on the reservation near 
the Chattahoochee River about two 
miles south of Bradley’s landing.

Ft. Benning Notes 

A THOROUGH test of rifle companies 

was a feature of the January 
monthly tests in the 29th Infantry at 
Ft. Benning, during which each-rifle 
company was turned out with full field 
equipment, made a march, pitched 
camp, had all equipment checked, car- 
ried out a tactical exercise in the oc- 


then fired a combat problem with ball 
ammunition. The entire problem re- 
quired a march of 16 miles, making a 
full day’s work for the organizations, 
but the test was so conducted that the 
amount of instruction was proportional 
to the labor involved. 


The test was brought to a close with 
the firing of a combat problem. There 
was a small spur some four hundred 
yards in front of the defensive posi- 
tion which would have been a logical 
point for an enemy firing line. Upon 
this spur had been placed # screen tar- 
get three feet high by sixty yards 
long and so completely camouflaged 
that it appeared to be the top of the 
ridge itself. One section leader was 
instructed to place the fire of his sec- 
tion on the crest of the spur, firing 
ten rounds per rifle and twenty rounds 
per automatic rifle, from whatever po- 
sition the section happened to occupy 
in the defensive organization. Scores 
were based on time, hits and distribu- 
tion, the winning company making 57 
hits on 27 out of 36 five-foot spaces in 
two minutes, including the time for the 
fire order. é 

The test was drawn up and conduct- 
ed by the regimental plans and train- 
ing officer, Maj. R. K. Sutherland, and 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of even 
the tested officers that a test could be 
so arranged that very valuable instruc- 
tion could be imparted to compensate 
for the time consumed.

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Nicaraguan Bandit Fights 


| T. COL. CALVIN B. MATTHEWS, 
+ USMC, in charge of the Nicara- 
guan National Guard Detachment, has 
reported to the Navy Department that 
a patrol under Capt. James P. 
Schwerin, USMC, had contact with a 
_-bandit force near San Antonio, in 
northern Jinotega province, Feb. 14. 
One guardia was killed in the fight, 
which lasted 25 minutes. Colonel 
Matthews reported that “many bandits 
were killed, though the definite num- 
ber is unknown, the bandit force was 
dispersed and fled in all directions.” 

Brig. Gen. Randolph C. Berkeley, 
USMC, commanding 2nd_ Brigade, 
Marines, in Nicaragua, has_ reported 
three contacts between Guardia patrols 
and bandits: 

On Feb. 7, Lt. Orville E. Pennington 
and Lt. Otto J. Gumaelius and Guardia 
patrol had contact with group of ban- 
dits at Blandon, 20 miles north of 
Matagalpa; bandit casualties unknown. 
The same patrol had contact on Feb. 
8 at Carraterra, near Blandon, with a 
group of 40 bandits, two of whom were 
killed. There were no Guardia casual- 
ties in either contact. 

On Feb. 5, a Guardia patrol under 
Lieutenants Mercade A. Cramer and 
Clyde A. Brannon, with 30 enlisted 
men, had contact with a group of 40 
bandits led by Jefe Perfector Gutierrez, 
between Los Angeles and Pavona in 
western Jinotega province. The con- 
tact lasted 15 minutes. Bandit casual- 
ties were unknown. No casualties to 
Guardia personnel. 


Naval Officer Commended 


"THE Secretary of the Navy has sent 
the following letter to Lt. Comdr. 
Joseph Y. Driesonstok, USN: 

“The department has recently had 
occasion to examine the new type pro- 
tractor (parallel motion device) in- 
vented and submitted by you to the 
Bureau of Aeronautics for use in con- 
junction with your accepted design of 
an aircraft chart board. It is noted 
that the Chief of Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics considers your protractor greatly 
superior in design and performance to 
any other known parallel motion de- 
vice, and particularly suitable for use 
in aircraft as it has no ‘blind spots’ 
and thus permits the entire area of 
the chart board to be used. The de- 
partment concurs heartily with the 
foregoing remarks, and is further of 
the opinion that your protractor is in 
no way limited to use in aircraft but 
has unusual adaptability as part of the 
navigational equipment for all naval 
vessels. 

“The department takes pleasure in 
commending you for your zeal, indus- 
try and ingenuity in developing this 
new type protractor which is based 
upon an entirely original method for 
obtaining parallel motion. Especial 
note is also taken of the generous 
spirit which you have evidenced in of- 
fering this device to the Navy, free of 
any monetary advantages to yourself, 
for the benefit of the Service. This is 
in keeping with the highest tradition 
of the Naval Service. 

“Under the provisions five of refer- 
ence (a) (General Order No. 46, dated 
May 20, 1921), the Aircraft Plotting 
Protractor with Parallel Motion De- 
vice, is considered a valuable con- 
tribution for improvement relative to 
Naval efficiency, and indicates more 
than usual interest in your profession 
on your part.”

Admiral Gherardi Named 


PON the recommendation of the 

Secretary of the Navy, the Secre- 
tary of State has designated Rear Adm. 
Walter R. Gherardi, Hydrographer of 
the Navy, as the Chairman of the 
American Delegation to represent the 
United States at the meeting of the 
International Hydrographic Bureau to 
be held at Monaco, commencing April 
12, 1932. 

Capt. D. McD. LeBreton, USN, at 
present the United States Naval At- 
tache at Paris, and Commander G. T. 
Rude, of the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, have been named the other mem- 
bers of the American delegation to the 
conference at Monaco. 

During his naval career, Admiral 
Gherardi has done work along scien- 
tific lines. He served as Lighthouse 
Inspector of the Military Government 
of Porto Rico in 1898-1899. and under 
his direction the work was initiated in 
rebuilding the lighthouse at San Juan, 
knocked down by the bombardment of 
Admiral Sampson’s fleet, and the es- 
tablishment of the lights on Mona 
Island and Viequez Island. He has 
done surveying work on the American 
coast and in the Philippines. 

At present, Admiral Gherardi is a 
member of the United States Geo- 
graphic Board and of the Inter-depart- 
mental Board on International Ice Ob- 
servation and Ice Patrol Service. He 
is also Chairman of the Committees on 
Navigation and Geophysics of the In- 
ternational Scientific Expedition to the 
West Indies; and is w Fellow of the 
American Geographic Society. 


Wins Safety Trophy 
N_ Accident Prevention Trophy, 
which is being awarded for the 
first time by the Navy Department, 
has been won by the Mare Island Navy 
Yard for the best accident prevention 
record of any navy yard or naval sta- 
tion for the year 1931. During the 
year, 3,552 men were employed in the 
industrial divisions at Mare Island 
with total working hours 7,051,389. 
The records of that yard show that 
only 48 temporary disabilities were 
suffered during the year with no fatal 
accidents or permanent disabilities. 
The second highest record for safety 
was made by the Norfolk Navy Yard 
where 3,657 men were employed dur- 
ing 1931, with total working hours 7,- 
976,842. The record for the Norfolk 
Yard was one death, three permanent 
disabilities and 59 temporary disabili- 
ties.

Geneva Conference 


ALTED by the French Cabinet 
crisis, embarrassed by the “state 
of war” in the Far East, and the 
German ultimatum for arms equality; 
complicated by the different opposing 
plans presented, and sardonically in- 
terested in the theft of American se- 
cret instructions, the Limitation of 
Armaments Conference at Geneva is 
laboring in a rough sea of political 
cynicism. Anticipating failure, the 
statesmen of the various countries are 
endeavoring to so conduct their share 
in the negotiations that responsibility 
for the expected break-down will rest 
on the shoulders of the “other fellow.” 
The United States is manifesting 
more or less sympathy with many 
features of the German plan, which 
would place that country upon an 
equal footing with France, and be re- 
garded by the country as the height 
of impudence. Our government ap- 
pears to be isolated upon the question 
of battleships, all other nations sup- 
porting or disposed towards a limita- 
tion of 10,000 tons. It is easy to point 
out that such a limitation would be 
especially favorable to Great Britain 
and Japan, which have overseas or in- 
sular bases. If the battleship be elimi- 
nated, Japan’s position in so far as 
dominance in the Far East, will be 
greatly improved, and that of the 
United States will be seriously weak- 
ened. France and Japan are continu- 
ing their opposition to the abolition 
of the submarine. 

The French proposai for the creation 
of an international force to back the 
decisions of the League of Nations 
may gather strength but will not be 
accepted. Outside of France’s allies, 
the proposal is not regarded as a dis- 
armament plan, but as in accordance 
with French policy to enforce the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. Here France is run- 
ning counter to Germany, which is de- 
termined to have that instrument and 
its collateral treaties, revised. Indeed, 
Geneva observers believe the leader- 
ship of the two opposing groups at 
Geneva will be France and the United 
States. The attitude of the former, as 
described by Andre Tardieu, is as fol- 
lows: 

“We do not beieve that there will 
be any real peace until we have a 
strengthened League. That is why we 
wish to implement its covenant by pro- 
viding the League with the necessary 
resources to carry it out. We are con- 
vinced that disarmament without or- 
ganization of peace would place an 
unfair premium upon sheer numbers 
and technical ability.” > 

The attitude of the United States 
was presented by Ambassador Gibson 
in this language: 

“Our problem is to establish by hon- 
est scrutiny and agreement the mar- 
gin that now exists beyond what is es- 
sential for the maintenance of internal 
order and the defense of our terri- 
tories. Controlled by prudence, but 
not by fear, let us then proceed in a 
practical way to reduce armaments to 
the level to which we are all com- 
mitted.” 

The Soviet spokesman gave as his 
plan for reconciling the differences of 
the two schools which M. Tardieu and 
Mr. Gibson represent, the total aboli- 
tion of all armies, navies and air 
forces. To this no nation gave serious 
attention, though the Soviet press is 
using the opportunity to assert that the 
Conference is really an armament 
rather than a disarmament meeting. 
It is clear the smaller nations con- 
tiguous to greater nations in the end 
will incline to the French plan. Among 
the plans submitted, besides those re- 
lating specifically to personnel and 
materiel, are those forbidding aerial, 
chemical and bacteriological warfare, 
prohibition to legislatures to pass laws 


in conflict with international law 
principles, creation of “moral” dis- 
armament through the press, radio 


control in the interest of good rela- 
tions between peoples, general re- 
vision of school books, tariff regula- 
tion between States, etc., etc. 

The one fact which gives disarma- 
ment advocates hope that all the 
spokesmen, because of economic condi- 
tions, expressed views in favor of re- 
duction. But how this is to be accom- 
plished, what ratio shall be adopted, 
and whether security would be im- 
periled in consequence, are questions 
admittedly difficult to answer. The 
answer is further complicated by the 
grave possibilities existing in the Far 








Eastern situation, as well as in the in. 
dividual ambitions of the Great Pow- 
ers. As much comfort as possible is 
being gotten by the disarmament ad- 
vocates out of the institution of direct 
naval negotiations between France and 
Italy, but these have been suspended 
as a result of the Paris Cabinet crisis, 

Representative Britten, senior Re- 
publican member of the House Naval] 
Committee, expressed the view of many 
of his colleagues when he denounced 
the various proposals made at Geneva 
as ridiculous and childish and suggest- 
ed that this government recall its dele. 
gates and “their large retinue of ex. 
pert junketeers.” “This is no time,” 
he added, “to waste chasing rainbows.” 
He further urged the upbuilding of 
the Navy. 





Airship Named “Macon” 


HE Secretary of the Navy has an. 
nounced that the ZRS-5, airship 
now building at the Goodyear Zeppelin 
Corporation plant in Akron, Ohio, will 
be christened USS Macon, in honor of 
the city of Macon, Ga. 

The ZRS-5 is scheduled for comple. 
tion in Jan., 1933. She is at present 
being constructed as a sister ship of 
the USS Akron (ZRS-4). Studies have 
been made and discussions have taken 
place as to the possibility of increas. 
ng the size. of the ZRS-5 from six 
and one-half million cubic feet to seven 
and one-half million cubic feet, which 
change would insure the United States 
keeping in the forefront of lighter- 
than-air development. The question of 
increasing the size of the ZRS-5 has 
been referred to the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. 

The USS Macon will be the third 
ship in American naval service named 
in honor of the city of Macon. The 
first was a Confederate wooden gun- 
boat, steam-propelled, mounting 6 guns 
and manned by 18 officers and men 
The second ship was the City of Ma- 
con, a steel cargo ship of 8,900 tons, 
steam propelled, acquired by the Gov- 
ernment in 1918 for use as a cargo 
ship during the World War, and ree 
named Macona.

ig IS FAIRLY TO BE ASSUMED that Congress will not reduce pay except by | 


the political method of indirection. Apprehensive of the effect on the thou- 
sands of office holders throughout the country, and especially the rural free de- 
livery carriers, the leaders of the House, including Republicans as well as Demo- 
crats, are agreed that a bill specifically cutting pay will not be passed by their 
Chamber. In the Senate, the Civil Service Committee already has decided 





adversely against one Borah bill, reducing salaries and allowances of mem- | 


bers of Congress, and is considering another making such reduction in salaries 
of $5,000 and over. Probably that bill will not be enacted. We agree with 
Representative LaGuardia that Congress will'nmot dare, in the face of the in- 
flation legislation it has adopted, to approve any direct cut in salaries. 





yt IN THE FACE of a sentiment that if any cuts are to be made at all, 

they shall be made in the higher brackets, Congress is deliberately moving 
to stop pay increases to which men are specifically entitled by law and which 
will apply especially, for example, to the junior officers and the enlisted men 
of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. The law also will be made to 
apply to other low-paid government employes. No pay increase for efficiency 
or length of service can be obtained by members of Congress. Consequently 
they have nothing to lose by stopping pay increases for other employes. But 
worse than this glaring piece of selfishness is the fact that it is the moderate 
or niggardly paid who will be deprived of what the government specifically 
agreed to give them. Army captains and lieutenants, and navy lieutenants 
and ensigns, now have not sufficient compensation to meet their ex- 
penses, much less maintain the dignity of their positions. There is nothing more 
destructive of morale than inability to pay bills, and we warn the nation that 
ee is moving in a fashion that will injure the efficiency of their National 
Defense. 





ONGRESS KNOWS IN ITS HEART that there is a lot of sense in the testi- 

4 mony of Secretary of Commerce Lamont that executives are entitled to 
adequate compensation. Mr. Lamont wanted no increase in the salaries of 
Cabinet members, but he did urge such consideration for “the men who carry 
on the government.” “I would like some,” said the secretary, “to get $25,000 
because they can get $25,000 or $50,000 in civil life.” The truth of this is obvious. 
“I do not care about myself,” continued Lamont. “We come and go. But the 
bureau men who ¢arry on the Government ought to get more money. Unless 
you hold out to able men some hope of increasing their salaries, you will not 
hold them very long.” We might add that the reasoning of the Secretary of 
Commerce applies with peculiar force to the Services. Its members are execu- 
tives who remain, in spite of pay hardship, because of their patriotic interest in 
National Defense and their love for their profession. They administer offices 
controlling expenditures in many instances greater than many of our large cor- 
porations. A comparison of their pay with the executives of such corporations 
shows an astounding lack of government appreciation. Instead of reducing 
Service pay either by direct or indirect action, Congress should increase it. 





@ECRETARY HURLEY HAS rendered a service in summarily refusing to sub- 
mit to the brow-beating methods employed by Senator King, of Utah, during 
the Philippine hearings of the Senate Committee on Territories and Insular Af- 
fairs. For some years now, it has been the habit of certain members of the 
Committees of the two Houses to act as prosecutors, to take the position that 
the witnesses were “trying to put something over,” and to charge them even 
with lying. Mr. Hurley promptly and properly resented the intimation that he 
was not telling the truth, told Senator King precisely what he thought of him, 
and declined to testify further before the Committee of which he was a member. 
The matter was adjusted later, but the secretary’s attitude is one which justifies 
and has received the hearty approval of every right thinking person. Indeed, we 
go farther. We think it was the duty of the Committee, and, in fact, of the 
Senate, to repudiate the conduct of the Utah senator and thereby to express its 
condemnation of methods which would disgrace a police court. It is obvious that 
Mr. Hurley, in his testimony regarding the Philippines, was animated solely by 
patriotic concern for the United States and its wards. It was his endeavor to 
present the facts as he knew them, and courteous gentleman as he is, he pro- 
ceeded in a manner thoroughly considerate of the dignity of those who heard 
him. We have been present at hearings of the secretary and we can testify of 
personal knowledge that he is clear and forceful in the presentation of his views, 
and plainly anxious to answer intelligently every question put to him. His 
attitude is in striking contrast with that of some of his interlocutors, and his 
action in calling the latter undoubtedly will result in more courteous considera- 
tion for other Service witnesses appearing before Congressional Committees. 





"THE ANNOUNCEMENT THAT President Hoover has approved and will par- 

ticipate in the celebration of Army Day will be gratifying to all interested 
in National Defense. We do not agree with those who charge the President with 
pacifism. He is deeply concerned in the matter of protection of the United 
States and its interests, but he is concerned also with the finances of the Nation, 
and has been forced, in consequence, to favor procedure which ordinarily would 
meet with disapproval. He recognizes the need of commissioned officers, and 
we are told is not in favor of any cut in their number, either in the Army or the 
Navy or Marine Corps. He is an ardent advocate of equal disarmament, and is 
carrying on a policy at Geneva which will prevent the United States from bear- 
ing responsibility for its failure. And if the conference should fail, we can pre- 
dict confidently that he will insist — appropriations designed to provide a 
Treaty Navy. In recognizing Army Day, the President wishes to demonstrate 
his recognition of the value of the regular forces to the Nation, and to end, once 
ard for all, the suggestion that he wants the country in these perilous times, to 
be disarmed and supine.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Pay “Freezing” Amendment—With the reporting out by the House Appropria- 
tion Committee this week of the bill carrying appropriations for the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey there was revealed, as reported elsewhere in this edition, the 
form in which the pay “freezing” plans of that committee will be applied to the 
other services paid under the Joint Pay Act. 

Quite naturally, representatives of the six services represented in that pay 
act got together this week to study the exact manner in which the amendment 
would affect them. It is the general opinion that the proposal does not prohibit 
the advancement of an officer from one pay period to another when such ad- 
vancement is based upon promotion, and is otherwise authorized, but prohibits 
such advancement only when it is based upon the completion of a certain length 
of service. It is also the generai belief that it is very probable that it would be 
useless for any officer to sue in the Court of Claims for pay denied him under 
this provision, since the language amounts to a repeal, for the period covered by 
the provision, of all existing laws allowing or prescribing longevity or period 
pay credits already earned. 


The belief that promotions, and pay increases where due solely to promotion, 
would not be affected by the amendment is based on the exception cited in the 
first portion of the amendment specifically excluding the commissioned personnel 
of the Survey from the operation of that portion. However, the last paragraph of 
the amendment prohibits the filling of vacancies except by the written consent 
of the President when he deems such action absolutely essential.” The Commis- 
sioned personnel is not excluded from that clause. The question rests on 
whether or not promotions in the services constitute the filling of vacancies and 
also whether or not the President would continue to approve them as “abso- 
lutely essential.” 


Passing now to a consideration of the provision on its merits,—or rather its 
demerits,—it would seem that the provision is vicious and should not be enacted 
into law, for the following reasons: 


Unlike the effect of the section in so far us civil officers and employees aré 
concerned, the effect of the provision dealing with commissioned officers of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and any similar provision that may be proposed in 
other service pay bills is to accomplish a sure and certain denial of pay, and that, 
too, to the one and only class of Federal officers, namely, the six uniformed 
services of the Government, that have not had # real pay increase for almost a 
quarter of a century, since the year 1908. All the other classes of Federal per- 
sonnel, including senators, representatives, cabinet officers, judges, civil officers, 
and civilian employees, have had their pay increased not once but several times 
since 1908, while the commissioned officers of the military services for the long 
period indicated have gone virtually unrewarded and unrelieved in the matter 
of pay. 

It should be stated that, speaking generally, the pay or salaries of civil offi- 
cers and employees of the Federal Government are not based on a longevity or 
pay period principle, and, accordingly, such officials, in the main, are not ad- 
vanced automatically in pay by reason of length of service. It follows that the 
adverse effect of Section 2 of the appropriation bill here in question on the sala- 
ries of such civil officers and employes is only potential, and is largely in the 
nature of a mere gesture of economy, since, under the proposed bill they do not 
stand to lose any salary increase certainly and at all events, unless they should 
happen as the result of administrative action as to promotions to fall within the 
restrictive conditions prescribed in the bill. On the other hand, the commissioned 
officers of the uniformed services will face a real and certain loss of pay’under 
the bill because they have a base pay which, under a Congressional policy as old 
as the Government itself, is almost ridiculously low when compared with the pay 
of sivil officers of corresponding responsibility, but is intended to be augmented 
by regularly accruing longevity allowances earned by length of service. Changes 
in period pay are also contemplated by existing law based jointly on length of 
service and promotion to a higher grade. The reason for this Congressional policy 
of base and longevity pay in the military services is that under the policy a sort 











of “50-50” or “give and take” agreement is set up between the Government and. 


the officers, whereby the Government gains financially in periods of unusually 
rapid promotion by invoking the length of service requirement to keep the 
officers’ pay from advancing unduly; and the officers gain financjally in periods 
of retarded promotion by invoking the same length of service requirement for 
the purpose of procuring higher period and longevity pay after long and faithful 
service and waiting for the uncertain and elusive “Rachel” of promotion. The 
system of pay that has thus been worked out under the long established Congres- 
sional policy is a delicately balanced one, fairly satisfactory in operation; and it 
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is to the disturbance or disruption of this well established basis of military pay 
that the present Congress has now addressed itself, without, it is believed, suf- 
ficient knowledge of the facts involved. And the moral breach of contract in- 
volved in the measure apparently impresses its congressional sponsors not at all, 


It would seem that if the Government must economize in a “penny wise, 
pound foolish” way, then such economy should not be at the expense of the 
lowest-paid public servant considered on the basis of responsibility, the poorly- 
hsoued, and generally unloved and forsaken fighting man. 


The proposed legislation is particularly harmful and unequitable because 
the hardship resulting therefrom will fall, as seems usually to be the case, upon 
the grades of commissioned officers the least able, financially, to bear it, that is, 
the junior officers, the captains and lieutenants; and officers of corresponding 
grades, most of whom in the Army belong to the “hump” of 1920, for whom so 
many members of Congress have often expressed an overmastering sympathy, 
The proposed bill would not affect general officers or admirals (with the exception 
of the moot question of whether or not rear admirals may benefit by going from 
the lower to upper half), because all such officers are already receiving the maxi- 
mum period and longevity pay prescribed by law; the pay of generals and ad- 
mirals is not based on the period or longevity pay principle. And many majors in 
the Army, and no doubt some officers of corresponding grades in the other services 
would also be immune under this bill, for the reason just stated. But many 
“hump” captains of the Army, and doubtless many officers of corresponding 
grades in the other services, will complete fifteen years’ service on various dates 
in thg fiscal year 1933, and would thus earn another installment of longevity pay 
if this, or rather a similar bill, were not enacted; and these officers are stated 
to be the congressional sacrifices to economy.

Secretary’s Appointments to War College Command School Stopped—The War 
Department, in the selection of classes to enter the Army War College and Com- 
mand and General Staff School in 1933, will discontinue the practice of allotting 
ten vacancies to be filled by the Secretary of War. With the exception of two 
places at the War College, which will be filled from the class graduating from the 
Army Industrial College, all vacancies at both schools will be apportioned to the 
arms and services. 


Movement of Promotion List Shown—The Adjutant General of the Army is now 
distributing the Jan. 1, 1932, issue of the Army List and Directory. Included 
therein is the semi-annual publication of the Army promotion list, a study of 
which, comparing the movement in past years, shows that the slowness of the 
flow of promotion has changed little. 


The officer who was the junior second lieutenant on the promotion list as of 
Jan. 1, 1930, gained 259 files up to Jan. 1, 1931, and 230 additional in the year 
just closed. The junior first lieutenant as of Jan. 1, 1930, gained 201 files in the 
year 1930 and 212 in the year 1931. 


Taking the junior captain as of Jan. 1, 1930, we find he moved 156 files the 
next year and 170 files in the year just ended. The junior major on Jan. 1, 1930, 
progressed 91 files in the year 1930 and 99 files in the year 1931. 


The junior lieutenant colonel as of Jan. 1, 1930, gained 73 files up to Jan. 1, 
1931, and an additional 71 files in the year ended Jan. 1, 1932. The colonel who 
was the junior on the relative list of colonels as of Jan. 1, 1930, moved up 52 
files in the year 1930 and 51 files in the year 1931.

Sino-Japanese Affair Illustrates Value of Discipline—The tremendous importance 
of discipline in Armies is again being shown in the operations between the 
Japanese and the Chinese troops. Manchuria proved that whenever the former 
wished to advance they could do so and at Shanghai they are being held in leash 
only until in sufficient force to attain their objective, and because of interna- 
tional complications. It is a fact of history that frequently a handful of pro- 
fessional soldiers is able to defeat a large body of amateurs because the regulars 
are accustomed to obeying orders and do not lose their heads. It has ever been 
the opinion in the United States that in addition to proper organization, good 
discipline is an indispensable condition to the efficiency of an army. It was 
this condition which was required by General Pershing of the officers and men 
of his command, and their achievements in every case of the objectives fixed 
and the smail losses endured, unquestionably were due in large part to the im- 
portant factor of discipline. By the policies he pursued General Pershing real- 
ized in the AEF the Wagnerian definition of discipline—“that quality possessed 
by efficient soldiers which causes each to appreciate and accept without ques- 
tion the powers and limitation of his rank; which inspires each with confidence 
in the military steadfastness of his comrades, and makes obedience to his laws 
ful superiors a second nature.” The object of discipline is in every case the 
same—to cause the Army under all circumstances, to respond promptly, and 
with united effort, to the will of the commander. 


General Pershing sought to fashion an instrument which would effectively 
aid in the termination of the World War. He succeeded. the elan of the Amer- 
icans was the admiration of all.nations. It was created by the close attention 
which the Commander-in-chief gave to the condition and especially the comfort 
of the men. That was his paramount thought, and he could see at a glance 
whether a Company was well provided for and in a state of discipline which 
would insure maximum success with little loss. It has become a legend that the 
General could pick out a soiled button on a soldier’s coat and express his disap 
proval; and while his eyes were keen as a matter of fact it was the general sol- 
diery appearance of a man that determined in his mind the state of discipline 
of the command. The Americans who fought in France realize that their achieve- 
ments were won in part because of the care with which they were trained and 
the discipline to which they were subjected; and the credit for their condition 
they gladly give to the man who so ably controlled and directed them.

Secretary Hurley Strikes Responsive Chord—A general feeling of satisfaction 
exists in the services over the rebuke given by Secretary of War Hurley to 
Senator King and the Senate Committee on Territories and Insular Affairs 
last week. The treatment accorded witnesses by some members of both Houses 
is at times little less than insulting. Officers of the services have wondered 
after some of these sessions whether they were actually called upon to furnish 
information for Congress or whether they were the defendants in trials. 

Secretary Hurley’s first clash at the Philippine hearings was recorded in 
these columns last week. Later, on Feb. 13, the following occurred before the 
same committee: 

Senator King—“Mr. Secretary, have you not gone into the question of 
economics and predicated your opposition—wait a minute: you want to answer 
before a question is propounded—have you not been projecting the economic 
guestion or factor into this discussion to the subordination of the question of 
political independence, and have you not contended that they were not entitled 
to their independénce because of the economic crisis that we have come to? 
You have based your argument entirely on economics, have you not?” 

Secretary Hurley—“No, that is what you have said, Senator.” 

Senator King—“I am asking you if you did not say that?” 

Secretary Hurley—“No, I did not say that.” 

Senator King—“All right.” 

Secretary Hurley—“I will tell you what I did say.” 

Senator King—“ I know what you said, so you need not tell me.” 

Secretary Hurley—“Well, please let me tell some one else, if you know 
so well. You have absolutely, in every question you have asked me, tried to 
distort what I have said.” 

Senator King—“I resent that statement as untrue, as some of your state- 
ments have been.” 

Secretary Hurley—“Well, now, Senator——’ 

Senator King—“Proceed.” 

Secretary Hurley—“Of course, you can conduct star chamber proceedings 
in here and call me a liar, but you cannot say it and have me remain here, be- 
cause you are a member of the United States Senate; and I have not stated an 
untruth and I decline to let you call me a liar.” 

Senator King—“I have not.” 

Secretary Hurley—“I will not remain before this committee and permit it.” 

Senator King—‘All right.” 

Secretary Hurley—‘Now you can run your star chamber proceedings in 
here and browbeat your witnesses, but you must not call me a liar and expect 
me to take it. I have taken just about all I can stand from this committee. 
You won’t permit the truth to be told. I told you in the beginning that the 
objective of the United States was threefold, that it was the social, economic 
and political development of these islands for independence. Now you distort 
everything that I say and then call me a liar. Now you can have your meeting. 
I will not appear before a committee where I am called a liar.” 

All of this rather upset the committee, which immediately shut its doors 
and went into executive session. At the close of the session it was announced 
that there would be no further hearings, but that Senator Bingham, the chairman, 
would poll the members by mail. Later Senator Bingham issued the following 
statement: 

“Secretary Hurley and Senator King met in my office this noon. The meeting 
was cordial and friendly. After a full discussion of the incident, Senator King 
said to Secretary Hurley: 

“‘T regret the incident in the committee meeting this morning. I had no 
intention of questioning your veracity or impugning your integrity. If the 
record carries words from me in a form that questions or impugns your in- 
tegrity, I withdraw them.’ 

“Secretary Hurley replied as follows: 

“‘Thank you very much, Senator. If I said anything that impugns your 
integrity or is derogatory to you in any manner, I withdraw it. I had no 
intention of reflecting on you and I left the room only because I understood you 
to question my veracity.’ 

“In view of what has taken place, the Secretary has signified his entire 


willingness to appear before the committee if and when desired.”

Joint Maneuvers “Most Successful Ever Held”—Adm. F. H. Schofield, USN, 
Commanader-in-Chief, United States Fleet, has reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment that Grand Joint Exercise Number Four off the Hawaiian Islands was one 
of the most successful yet carried out by combined Army and Navy forces. 

In his preliminary report, Admiral Schofield reported that the “Blue” force 
had successfully gained a foothold on the western end of Cahu Island, landing 
‘roops, animals and equipment. The report also stated that no actual casualties 
occurred, although numerous theoretical “casualties” in ships, aircraft and per- 
sonnel had been assigned by the official umpires. 

The Joint Exercises between forces of the Army ard Navy presented the 
problem of a “Black” foree, eomposed of Army and Navy Units stationed in the 
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Hawaiian Islands, maintaining possession of the Islands against an attacking 
force, “Blue,” composed of the Battle Force of the United States Fleet with an 
expeditionary force in company. 

Upon the completion of the problem, ships of the Battle Force proceeded, 
with few exceptions, to Lahaina Roads, Island of Maui, from where they will 
operate until the first part of March when they will sail for the West Coast of 
the United States to participate in Fleet Problem XIII. 

Critiques of the problem was held at Pearl Harbor, Feb. 18. They will be 
attended by 350 senior Naval officers, and a like number of Army Officers. 

Admiral Schofield served as Chief Umpire for Grand Joint Exercise Nume 
ber Four and will act in a similar capacity for Fleet Problem XIII.

“By all means let the nations of the 
world meet at Geneva to consider gen- 
eral disarmament. Let our representa- 
tives there find out on what theory 
European countries think they cannot 
afford to pay their just debts to us 
while they can afford to pay huge sums 
on armaments which are an economic 
drain on them and an incentive to fu- 
ture wars. 

“We see a world which has just 
emerged from the most destructive war 
in its history giving every indication 
of preparing for another one. 

“We should not encourage those who 
would have the United States disarm 
further as an incentive to other nations 
to follow our example. I see little to 
convince me other nations would do 
so and we live in times too dangerous 
to try that experiment.

Assails Jones Bill 


REPRESENTATIVE RALPH A. 
HORR, of Washington, issued the 
following statement regarding the 
resolution, S. J. Res. 95, which was in- 
troduced by Senator Jones, also of 
Washington. 
“T cannot understand how a man who 
has had so many years’ experience in 
Congress, could introduce such a fanati- 
cal measure as Senator Jones’ resolu- 
tion to bar any military or naval opera- 
tions, construction, or residence in 
states which do not have adequate con- 
current enforcement laws of the pro- 
hibition amendment, or whose officials 
do not seek to enforce such state laws 
in cooperation with Federal authorities. 
“If this bill weren’t so downright 
asinine, it would be appalling. Appall- 
ing especially to my State of Washing- 
ton, where we have the Puget Sound 
Navy Yard, Ft. Lewis, Ft. Vancouver 
and other military and naval establish- 
ments. An initiative petition is being 
circulated at this time among thé 
voters of the state for repeal of the 
state prohibition law. If the electorate 
decides to repeal this law, then under 
this Jones resolution we would have to 
close down these national defense 
establishments, scrap our Navy Yard 
at Bremerton, and close the forts at 
Ft. Lewis, Vancouver and elsewhere. 
“Here is another attempt to sub- 
serve the national defense to the pro- 
hibition law. Dry fanaticism would 
even destroy the Army and Navy in 
attempt to force its view on the Ameri- 
can people. Think, if in some flight of 
folly, this measure should be enacted, 
how it would affect the defenses of 
the great states which now have no en- 
forcement statute. New York, Mary- 
land, Montana, Nevada and Wisconsin 
would immediately be left defenseless 
by this resolution. 

“This is nothing more than the old 
dry cudgel waving over the heads of 
American voters. The well-known dry 
weapons of terrifying, intimidation, 
browbeating and coercion are again 
being used in lethal doses. 

This measure is mentally the equal 
of the Jones 5 and 10 law.”

Limitation on Automobiles 
AT Congress will place a limita- 
tion upon the price and use of Gov- 

ernment automobiles by Army and 

Navy personnel by amendment to the 

appropriation bills appears likely, as a 

result of its action 6n the annual sup- 

ply bill for the Deartment of Interior, 

Following protests of members of 
the House as to the effect of an amend- 
ment of this kind attached to Agricul- 
ture Department appropriation bill sev- 
eral weeks ago by the House, a slightly 
less strict provision was added to the 
Interior bill, the second of the supply 
measures. The limitation of price upon 
Government automobiles was set at 
$750, as in the previous bill, despite the 
contention of many members that a 
more expensive car would be more eco- 
nomical in the long run. The provi- 
sion confining the use of Government 
cars to official purposes, and specifical- 
ly stating that “ ‘official purposes’ shall 
not include the transportation of offi- 
cers and employees between their domi- 
ciles and places of employment,” was 
left in, with, however, an added provi- 
sion making an exception “in cases of 
officers and employees engaged in field 
work,” when the character of such work 
makes such transportation necessary, 
and then only when the same is ap- 
proved by the head of the department. 

Another change excepts the depart- 
ment secretary from tke entire provi- 
sions of the amendment. 

As the members of the Appropria- 
tion Committee declare that they will 
propose such an amendment to each one 
of the appropriation bills and the 
House seemingly approves the proposi- 
tion, the matter is causing some little 
concern as to its effect upon the Serv- 
ices, for its strict interpretation might 
be a decided handicap to the discharge 
of duty efficiently. Whether some ex- 
ception will be made for the services as 
ception will be made for the Services as 
course, remains to be seen, but it is cer- 
tain that the Appropriations Commit- 
tee means to apply it to the Army and 
Navy, for Representative Simmons 
(R.), of Nebraska, a member of that ° 
committee, in response to a question 
on the floor of the House, declared that 
assistant secretaries and Army officers 
would come within the purvey of the 
measure.

(Continued from First Page) 
will be diverted from pétty economies 

and salary cutting, he said. 

The bill to establish one Department 
of National Defense found its first 
warm advocate since opening of hear- 
ings on the measure, when Representa- 
tive John J. McSwain (Democrat), 
South Carolina, new chairman of the 
House Military Affairs Committee, es- 
poused the bill Saturday before the 
committee. . 

Earlier the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, the Chief of Naval Operations 
and Chief of Naval Aeronautics all had 
attacked the measure from the witness 
stand as uneconomical, inefficient, and 
not conducive to the Nation’s best in- 
terests in time of war. One witness 
only, the Chief of the Army Air Corps, 
prophesied aeronautics consolidation 
will come in time. 

Representative McSwain testified the 
bill would result in economies. He said, 
however, he was “more interested in 
saving the Nation in time of war than 
in saving a few dollars.” He declared 
there is no escape from eventual estab- 
lishment of a unified air service and 
one department of National Defense. 

Under the present system, he said, 
the President, who invariably is inex- 
perienced in conduct of war, must ask 
the secretaries of two departments for 
advice, and they in turn must seek out 
their own advisors, and report back. 
If the departments were under one 
head, the President need consult only 
the Secretary of National Defense, and 
the process would be simplified, said 
Mr. McSwain. 

“There is paralysis in this confusion 
of counsel,” he told the committee, in- 
sisting that the present arrangement 
offers little opportunity for quick ac- 
tion. 

He took issue with the doctrine that 
a sharp line should be drawn where 
Army activities cease and Naval opera- 
tions begin. In the final analysis the 
decision must be reached on the field, 
and made to conform with existing con- 
ditions, he said. 

Consolidation of the two departments 
under one secretary with assistant 
secretaries for War, Navy and Avia- 
tion, offers no “logical or historical in- 
compatibility,” he testified. 

Following this line of thought, he 
said the President, with his manifold 
concerns, would not be nearly so well 
equipped to coordinate joint operations 
of Army and Navy in time of War as 
this one man, concentrating his every 
effort on national defense. 

There are ten military problems on 
which Army and Navy heads never 
have agreed, he said. One chief would 

harmonize these differences of thought, 
and safeguard against disagreement in 
time of war, he said. 

Consolidation of the Army and Navy 
under one Department of National De- 
fense would result in an efficient, eco- 
nomical and powerful fighting machine, 
Representative William Williamson 
(Republican), South Dakota, author of 
one of the two bills for a War-Navy 
merger, told the committee Thursday. 

Chairman John J. Cochran, who will 

urge his committee today to undertake 
whatever reorganization is decided on, 
was accused of trying to “railroad” the 
Army-Navy consolidation by Repre- 
sentative John C. Schafer Thursday. 
Cochran previously had indicated he 
hoped to report the bill out “in # few 
days.” Schafer favors further exten- 
sive hearings. 
Schafer also clashed with William- 
son at Thursday’s hearing, intimating 
that the latter introduced the bill with 
the one objective of obtaining a sepa- 
rate air force. 

Representative Williamson in con- 
junction with his general testimony 
made a strong plea for a unified air 
force. 

“It seems to me that a separate air 
force, operating in close cooperation 
with the general plan of campaign laid 
down by the general staff and with 
armies and navies, is the fina] and in- 
evitable necessity of modern warfare,” 
he said. 

Secretary Adams’ opposition to War- 
Navy consolidation, as presented to the 
committee, was “the result of collabora- 
tion of a number of the best minds of 
the Navy,” Representative Williamson 
charged. 
“Like most arguments made to sus- 
tain a preconceived and fixed opinion, 
it offends at times in not giving due 
weight and consideration to some of 
the most obvious reasons for consolida- 
tion, by either brushing them aside 
as of no consequence, or by erecting 
straw men that can be easily anihi- 
lated,” he said. 
Under his plan, Representative Wil- 
; liamson said, the Secretary of National 
Defense would immediately consolidate 
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the War Department General Staff and 
the Naval General Board into a genera] 
staff which would have general super. 
vision of both Army and Navy opera. 
tions. 

“Such consolidation would result in 
a very material reduction of the pres- 
ent staffs and a large- saving to the 
public Treasury,” he said. “It would 
also put an end to the bickering dis- 
agreements that have been so prevalent 
throughout our long history between 
the War and Navy Departments.” 

He said Secretary Adams had made 
out a “pretty good case” for an air 
force permanently assigned to the Navy 
but the “best expert testimony” was 
to the effect that pilots can readily 
accommodate themselves to land or sea 
operations. He said all those who have 
headed the Army Air Corps, including 
General Mitchell, General Patrick, and 
General Foulois, believed a separate 
air force would greatly strengthen na- 
tional defense. 





“There is just as much logic in a 
separate air force as there is to a 
separate army as distinguished from 
a navy,” he said. “The point that I am 
trying to make is that putting them all 
under one head we should get the 
greatest possible cooperation, with each 
separate arm supplementing and coor- 
dinating with each other as one great 
fighting machine.” 


General MacArthur’s Letter 


"THE Chief of Staff, General Douglas 
MacArthur, has sent the following 
letter to the Hon. Charles H. Martin, 
Representative from Oregon, with ref- 
erence to the project for amalgamation 
of the War and Navy Departments into 
a single bureau of the Government: 
“You have asked for an informal ex- 
pression of my views concerning the 
project for amalgamating the War and 
Navy Departments into a single bu- 
reau of government. 





“No other measure proposed in re- — 


cent years seems to me to be fraught 
with such potential possibilities of dis- 
aster for the United States as is this 
one. The proven agencies which have 
successfully conducted this country 
through six wars in a period of 125 
‘years are now under the apparent dic- 
tation of a measure of economy to be 
launched on an adventure which, under 
certain conditions, might involve the 
very life of the nation. 

“Not only the military history of 
this Country but of every other coun- 
try gives indisputable proof of the ad- 
vantages of maintaining in time of 
war the integral control of the two 
great branches of national defense— 
the Army and the Navy. Each must be 
free to perform its mission unhindered 
by any centralized and ponderous bu- 
reaucratic control. To those who have 
had practical experience in the con- 
duct of war, this principle is so basic 
and clear that it seems almost impos- 
sible that serious thought could be 
given to any other arrangement. I 
know of no responsible soldier or 
sailor in the whole gamut of history 
who has advocated such a plan as is 
now proposed. From the beginning 
of armies and navies, the whole mass 
of testimony, not only of the great 
captains of history, but of all those 
students who have written upon the 
subject, has been practically unanimous 
in this matter. When the Congress of 
the United States, in 1789, for specific 
and cogent reasons, abandoned the un- 
successful attempt to administer the 
two great fighting services through 3 
single department, it was but conform- 
ing to the lessons of history, to the 
accumulated experience of civilized 
people, and to the dictates of logic. 
Fighting on the sea and fighting on 
the land have no elements in common, 
except in so far as they are both en- 
gaged in the ultimate mission of vic- 
tory.

I merely wish to empha- 
size that I give it as my fixed opinion 
that such an amalgamation as pro- 
posed would endanger victory for the 
United States in case of war. 

“As I understand it, however, the 
motivation of the proposition is not 
efficiency but economy. This feature 
of the subject has been discussed for 
weeks by your committee, and by 
other similar groups at various periods 
during the past decade, yet I challenge 
anyone to show a single major line of 
operation along which important 
economies could be effected without 
dangerously impairing efficiency. The

Senator Reed, in explaining the meas- 
ure to the Senate, declared that it had 
four purposes. Instead of determining 
whether a reservist is entitled to hos- 
pitalization for an injury, by the rule 
“in line of duty,” the bill substitutes 
“not as a result of his own miscon- 
duct.” Hospitalization, under the bill, 
need not be continuous, i. e., an injured 
reservist may be readmitted for Gov- 
ernment hospitalization if prematurely 
discharged. A further provision allows 
medical care and: hospitalization in case 
of disease, an extension of existing law, 
which limits benefits to injuries sus- 
tained. A fourth provision repeals a 
monetary limitation upon burial ex- 
penses of any reservist who may die 
while on active duty.

(Continued from First Page) 
vision of one year’s pay and discharge 
for those with less than 10 years serv- 
ice and retirement on 2% per cent pay 
for each year’s service up to 75 per 
cent for those above ten also was talk- 
ed of. Some believed that 3 per cent 
per year would be more fair. But, 
now in view of Mr. Byrns’ statement 
it seems that no decision has been 
reached. 

Reduction in military and Naval per- 
sonnel, but maintenance of salary 
standards of those retained, was favor- 
ed last week by Senator Smith W. 
Brookhart (R.), Iowa. 

Senator Brookhart is chairman of 
the special subcommittee of the Senate 
Civil Service Committee, which now 
bas under consideration Senator Wil- 
liam E. Borah’s bill to reduce all Fed- 
eral salaries over $5,000. 

Senator Brookhart, who will hold 
hearings on the measure, but said he 
was “in no hurry about it”; is un- 
alterably opposed to pay cuts. He es- 
timated the Borah bill will effect a 
saving of only $3,000,000. 

“If they want to save money, why 
don’t they cut down military appro- 
priations. We could stand a lot of 
that without it hurting. I am in favor 
of reductions in Army and Navy per- 
sonnel that have been proposed in the 
House, but I wouldn’t cut the salaries 
of those who stay.” 

Last Saturday the Senate Civil ‘Serv- 
ice Committee returned an unfavorable 
report on the Borah bill to cut salaries 
of members of Congress and Cabinet 
members, but reported favorably his 
bill to reduce the salaries of Federal 
Farm Board members. j 

The general pay-cut bill was re- 
ferred to Brookhart’s subcommittee. 
Senator Kean, who favors pay reduc- 
tion, and Senator McKellar, who is 
against it, are on the committee.

satisfactory messes aboard cruising 
submarines will soon be a thing of the 
past, as a result of a memorandum is- 
sued this week from Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts. 

Twenty-two special precooked can- 
ned foods have been added to the regu- 
lar Navy ration for use aboard sub- 
marines in order, it is stated, “to af- 
ford greater variety in submarine 
menus,. effect economy in use of elec- 
tric current, reduce stowage space on 
board, and facilitate food preparation 
under adverse conditions when operat- 
ing away from bases and tenders.” 

The special items, available only 
when cruising, are as follows: 1. Bacon, 
canned. 2. Beans, kidney, baked, can- 
ned. 3. Beans, with pork, baked, can- 
ned. 4. Cheese, American processed. 
5. Chicken, whole, canned. 6. Coffee, 
soluble. 7. Corn meal (package). 8. 
Fish, canned (cod, haddock, mackerel, 
or tuna). 9. Flour, graham (package). 
10. Flour, griddle cake, prepared (pack- 
age. 11. Fruit salad, canned. 12. 
Grapefruit, canned. 13. Ham, whole, 
canned, 14. Juice, orange, canned. 15. 
Juice, tomato, canned. 16. Juice, lemon 
(canned or bottled). 17. Milk powder, 
dried (whole milk). 18. Soups, canned 
(four varieties, to include tomato and 
vegetable). 19. Spaghetti, canned. 20. 
Toast (moisture-proof wrapping). 21. 
Tongue, beef, canned. 22. Veal loaf, 
canned. 

Standard items of the ration now ob- 
tainable at yards, on board tenders, and 
on contracts, should continue to be used 
whenever practicable, the memoran- 
dum declares, adding that this espe- 
cially applies as to fresh fruits and 
vegetables which are necessary to main- 
tain the health of the personnel. Com- 
manding officers should exert every ef- 
fort toward economy, it is stated, as 
10 increase in the present subsistence 
allowance for submarines is contem- 
plated.

outlining its factors. The basic hope 
they have advanced seems to be built 
upon the thought that the amalgama- 
tion will do away with certain over- 
head expense. Small and trivial con- 
crete cases have been cited of possible 
overlapping, and from these trivialities 
an opinion has been expressed that 
great economies may be accomplished 
by their elimmation. The contrary 
result would obtain. Formation of the 
great organization proposed would not 
materially lessen the necessity for the 
separate logistical, administrative and 
training staffs now existing, but would 
at once attract to itself a group of of- 
ficers, civil officials, clerks and others, 
which would probably exceed in cost 
and size during the course of time 
anything that this nation has ever ex- 
perienced. The history of government 
demonstrates that the parasitical de- 
velopment of bureaucracy springs 
from the setting up of superfluous 
echelons of control, such as the one 
proposed. Although I recognize the 
possibility of effecting relatively unim- 
portant economies in isolated activi- 
ties, the ultimate cost of this superim- 
posed sructure would, in my opinion, 
exceed by millions any economies that 
could be safely effected. The super- 
cabinet officer at its head could not 
fail to be the acquisitor of one of the 
largest, and undoubtedly the most 
powerful governmental organization 
the United States has ever known. 
New buildings, new schools for the 
training of the composite soldier-sailor, 
new staffs, all with their additional 
cost, would be built up at the top of 
such a_ groupment. Rather than 
economy, this amalgamation would, in 
my opinion, represent one of the great- 
est debauches of extravagance that 

any nation has ever known. 

“The nations of the world have not 
all been wrong for all time. If it had 
been advantageous for governments 
to accomplish such organization as is 
now suggested, it would have been 
done decades, or even centuries ago. 
The ingenuity of man has never found 
such outlet in any other channel as 
in that concerning war. The bill would 
run counter to the experience of the 
world. 

“I cannot emphasize too strongly 
the inadvisability of the serious con- 
sideration, of this change in the face 
of the international situation as it now 
exists. The instability, the uncer- 
tainty, the loss of morale among the 
combatant forces that would be en- 
tailed by acrimonious discussions along 
this line, seems to me to be fraught 
with such peril to the government that 
even if everything that were said in 
favor of this bill by its proponents 
were true, I still would give my most 
solemn counsel to suspend action un- 
til the world has reached a condition 
of approximate normalcy. 

“IT am not going to burden you with 
a further detailed discussion, but this 
note represents the epitome of my 
professional opinion in accordance 
with your verbal request. Pass this 
bill and every potential enemy of the 
United States will rejoice.”

Financial Digest 


‘THE new banking bill is expected by 

its sponsors to have a stmulating 
effect upon commodities as well as upon 
securities, says a morning stock letter 
of E. A. Pierce and Co. There will 
undoubtedly be the greatest interest 
shown in the action of the leading 
commodities from this point on. If 
commodity prices generally show signs 
of increasing strength and stability it 
seems likely that tne stock market will 
find a sustaining influence which will 
point the way to a Spring rise of some 
weeks’ duration. The record of past 
depressions and the emergence there- 
from shows that in the majority of 
cases an advancing tendency developed 
in stocks before commodities showed 
any sign of reversing trends. In some 
cases the lag was a matter of several 
months. Perhaps never before have 
there been so many commodities at one 
and the same time selling below ac- 
cepted production costs and the situa- 
tion in this respect is so abnormal that 
general precedent may be broken and

“SIXTH-SEVEN-FIFTY” 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

N LETTERS published in your Dec. 

26, 1931 edition, entitled “The Regu- 
lar Veteran,” and signed “One of 
Them,” also letter of Jan. 9, 1932, “A 
Former Officer” and signed “One Who 
Has Been Kicked,” tne regular vet- 
eran’s reference to former officers, or 
enlisted men who were commissioned 
during the War, that they are provided 
for upon retirement after 30 years is 
correct, but there is no provision in this 
act for disability retirement. 

I was commissioned during the War, 
Sergeant from the old Regular Army, 
with over ten years’ straight service. 
Since demobilization I have served in the 
grade of sergeant, fourth grade. The 
lack of promotion has not been through 
any fault of my own, as I have made 
an honest effort to carry on. Though 
held down to grade of sergeant, I have 
performed the duties designated to be 
performed by one of the first three 
grades most of the time since the War. 
“Yes, ‘Old Regular,’ I am a part of that 
old backbone you speak of in your let- 
ter—one of the old Regular Army ser- 
geants, wha was selected, or as you say, 
“fortunate” enough to receive a com- 
mission. But I do regret very much 
that someone else was not selected in- 
stead of me, as I am of the honest be- 
lief that had I the choice, to remain 
with my company, I would have been 
promoted immediately to first sergeant, 
all probability would be in master ser- 
geant grade today instead of just old 
sergeant (sixty-seven-fifty). 

My experience since the War indi- 
cates some ex-officers have not been 
given an even break since reentering 
the service as enlisted men. As to rec- 
ommendations of “Former Officer” to 
“Purge” the Army of unwanted ex- 
officers, this movement is in full mo- 
tion now, to cut the Army of all vet- 
erans commissioned and enlisted, also 
to ~“~1inate married men below the 
fi yree grades. It looks bad for 
some of us old (sixty-seven-fifty) vet- 
erans that have to our credit over 25 
years’ straight service, detrimental to 
the efficiency, morale of organizations. 
“Captain” says the sergeant, “you will 
not be given permission to reenlist in 
this company although you have 27 or 
28 years’ service; all excellent charac- 
ter discharges and this enlistment will 
be your last to complete 30 years for 
retirement.” The wife and children 
say, “Why don’t you reenlist in your 
old company.” 

I would suggest a livable allowance 
for all veterans indiscriminately, mar- 
ried or single. I would also recommend 
amendment for disability allowance and 
immediate retirement of former offi- 
cers now in service, as follows: 

(a) All married men who served as 
commissioned officers during the World 
War, now in the service in the grade 
of sergeant, 45 years of age or older, 
who were wounded or injured during 
the War, or in the service, or disability 
that would incapacitate them for field 
service or garrison duty, who had at 
date of receiving commission ten years 
service toward retirement, and have 
served continuously since the War, who 
have 25 years or over toward retire- 
ment, counting double time, shall be re- 
tired on allowances of three-fourth pay, 
as now provided by law to complete 
30 years’ service, and automatically re- 
vert to full pay and allowances upon 
completion of 30 years’ service, as now 
provided. All men who have 20 years’ 
Service and less than 25 to receive one- 
half pay allowances; after completion 
of 25 years, three-fourths pay and al- 
lowances and revert to full pay and 
allowances at 30 years’ service, as now 
provided by law. 

__ (b) Provided that single men serving 
in one of the first three grades who 
80 elect may remain in the service (if 





allowances of warrant officer as now 
provided by law. 
Provisions-are made for Regular 
Army officers, emergency officers, 
Philippine Scout officers, Army nurses, 
and all other veterans of all other 
wars. Why should the ex-officer, and 
the old regular veteran and backbone 
of the Regular Army, the true soldiers 
of the Republic, be placed in a posi- 
tion like a man without a country. They 
are unwanted by the officers and en- 
listed men. They resent the fact and 
remark that former officers are a 
hindrance to the service, and never 
recommend or consider former officers 
for promotion to any of the first three 
grades. They prefer recruits on first 
and second enlistments, for reasons 
best known to themselves, and keep re- 
minding us that we are provided for 
upon retirement. If we live long 
enough—yes. The act was wonderful 
for some of the older men who came 
into the service in ’98 or shortly after 
and with quite a few year double time, 
retired under the grade of master ser- 
geant and wre already retired or on 
the verge of completing 30 years with 
double time. But what about some of us 
who had not so much double time and 
are left holding the sack for 25 or 28 
years straight service. I am sure we 
are all equally entitled to the benefits 
or allowances of the act, as it was in- 
tended for men who were not able to 
reach the grade of master sergant. My 
blief is that the percentage in my class 
is small and if some amendments or 
provisions for promotion or retirement 
are not made in the very near future, I 
urgently request that men who are 
qualified be detailed on some special 
service such as recruiting duty, Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Reserve, 
schools, etc.; a detail which would 
compensate us just a little for long and 
faithful service, as some of us are old, 
gray, antique and married.

ENLISTED PROMOTION 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
I WOULD like to add a few words to 
those of “I. B. S.” published in your 
issue of Jan. 30, 1932. : 
The slowness of promotion for en- 
listed men of the Army is appalling. 
Our officers selfishly espouse their 
own cause, but now few ever think of 
boosting the men under them? 
I am in the supplies branch of the 
Quartermaster Corps. Was appointed 
technical sergeant during the war and 
reduced to sergeant in March, 1923, 
when the great reduction was on. Was 
appointed staff sergeant in 1924 and 
back to technical sergeant (after a 
stiff examination) in September, 1925. 
Now, after 20 years’ service, with 15 
years in the Quartermaster Corps, I 
have held my present grade for 6% 
years and it will take 17 years or 
thereabouts for me to reach master 
sergeant at present rate of promotion. 
I have no earthly chance for promo- 
tion during the 10 years yet to serve 
before I will be eligible for retirement 
and—woeful prospect—no increase in 
pay either as enlisted men’s “fogies” 
cease after 20 years’ service. 
About two years ago I read in your 
journal that 55 per cent of the men in 
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still get the same old 60 cents per day 
ration allowance. 

I would also like someone to advocate 
compulsory retirement of enlisted men 
as soon as they are eligible. If the 
officers would use some “moral per- 
suasion” on the old fogies who stay in 
after they have completed 30 years, 
it would help. For each man who de- 
lays his retirement after he is eligi- 
ble about six others suffer—a man in 
— grade from second to sixth, is held 
ack.

Why is there such a huge discrepancy 
in the percentages of master sergeants 
to technical sergeants in various 
branches of the same army? Why should 
men of the Coast Artillery and some 
other branches have such a_ better 
chance for promotion than men of the 
Quartermaster Corps, Ordnance De- 
partment, etc.? Is this fair? 

Congress is considering reductions of 
pay—indirectly I have already had a 
reduction in mine. In two years the 
value of the ration has dropped from 
around 58 cents per day to around 31 
cents, chiefly through the fall of beef 
to about 10 cents a pound. Let any 
married enlisted man try to buy a 
pound of beef for 10 cents—at my sta- 
tion beef costs men messing separately 
from 40 to 60 cents a pound, My pay 
has thus been reduced about $100 a

(Continued from First Page) 
in spite of the present economic situa- 


tion. 

“I believe that the safety and wel- 
fare of this country insistently de- 
mand the enactment of this naval con- 
struction bill at this time. 

“T believe that no people in the world 
have a more generous and noble char- 
acter than the people of the United 
States. So long as we remain strong 
our actions in world affairs will be 
directed by our own people. If we be- 
come weak, our actions will be con- 
trolled by a less generous and less 
noble people. 

“No government which fails to pro- 
vide for its own preservation against 
the assaults of every probable foe is 
entitled to the support of its people. 
The primary duty of government is 
self-preservation, and no logic can 
justify it in stripping itself of its 
means of defense and relying for its 
preservation upon the mercy, the pity, 
or the love of other nations.” 

Recalling that on Jan. 20, he had in- 
formed the House that in view of ab- 
normal economic conditions and in 
hope some substantial results might be 
achieved at the Geneva Conference, 
Mr. Vinson opened his speech by de- 
claring that “since that time conditions 
abroad have materially changed.” He 
reviewed the divergence of views of 
the various nations participating at 
Geneva, and stated that enactment of 
this bill would in no wise conflict with 
any possible agreements which might 
be reached. 

Speaking of the Chinese-Japanese 
conflict, he said: “In the Far East the 
situation has become more and more 
alarming. 

“Great and Populous as is our coun- 
try, we must realize that size and pop- 
ulation are in themselves no protec- 
tion,” he later stated, “China, with an 
area greater than our country and with 
a population three times as numerous 
has been unable to keep Japan from 
éxtending her control over Manchuria 
and over Shanghai; but unlike China 
we have, in addition to our great con- 
tinental territory, island possessions 
which lie thousands of miles from the 
North American continent, and the 
Panama Canal.” 

Quoting President Hoover in support 
of his statement, Mr. Vinson declared 
that “an interruption to our seaborne 
trade would bring about, in a com- 
paratively short time, an economic 
situation many times worse than that 
which now confronts us.” 

Without such a Navy as is provided 
in the Washington and _ London 
Treaties, “We cannot protect our sea- 
borne trade, the Panama Canal, or even 
assure our country against invasion.” 

Citing our experience since the 
Washington Conference, as to the 
value of our setting an example for 
disarmament, Mr. Vinson said: 

“Our statesmen fondly hoped that 
the altruistic example that we had set 
to the rest of the world in destroying 
millions of dollars’ worth of completed 
ships and other millions of dollars’ 
worth of ships that were building would 
be followed by the other powers and 
that they would refrain from augment- 
ing their naval strength in the types 
which were not limited by the treaty. 
That hope was shortly proved to be 
vein, for both Great Britain and Japan 
proceeded to lay down ship after ship 
of those types which were not limited 
by the treaty. 

“Certainly if ever a country set an 
example in limiting armament, the 
United States has done so. The ex- 
ample that has been set has not been 
followed by others. Japan, as I have 
previously indicated, since the signing 
of the Washington treaty has laid down 
136 ships, Great Britain 96, and the 
United States but 36. 

“The 5-5-3 ratio, which was the basis 
of the Washington treaty, has become 
today a 5-6-4 ratio, and by the year 
1936 will be almost a 5-5-5 ratio, unless 
something is done by this country to 
maintain the ratios prescribed at 
Washington and at London. At Geneva 
the other day Japan was demanding 
equality for herself. In other words, 
she was demanding a 5-5-5 ratio. If in 
the year 1936 we enter another confer- 
ence, Japan will actually have achieved 
a 5-5-5 ratio and will be actually 
stronger than the United States in al- 
most every type, except battleships and 
8-inch cruisers. 

“This country does not require a 
Navy of one strength when conditions 
are pros 2erous, and of another strength 
when there is an economic depression, 
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for we have the same country, the 
same people,.and the same interests to 
protect at all times, and we all know 
that depressions are temporary. 

“It is in times of depression, however, 
that more can be purchased for a dol- 
lar than at any other time. Today 
more and better naval ships can be pur- 
chased for a given sum than at any re- 
cent period. The construction of ves- 
sels which have been provided for in 
the naval construction bill would afford 
employment to many men who other- 
wise must soon be forced into the ranks 
of the unemployed, and will furnish 
work that will prevent some of our 
great shipbuilding plants from being 
forced to close their doors and to dis- 
charge their employes. Eighty-five per 
cent of the money spent on the construc- 
tion of ships flows directly back into 
the pockets of labor, 40 per cent goes 
directly to labor in the shipyard, and 
something over 45 per cent goes to la- 
bor used in preparing the material be- 
fore it reaches the shipyard. I would 
not stand here upon this floor and ad- 
vocate that we build ships which are 
not needed by our Navy merely to re- 
lieve unemployment, but when those 
ships are needed, when the welfare and 
interests of our country require their 
construction, when we can purchase 
them at a minimum of cost, and when 
their construction will provide labor for 
thousands of American citizens who 
would otherwise be forced into the 
ranks of the unemployed, I believe that 
this is the proper time to provide such 
work for our people.” 


Approve Enlisted Flier Cut 

"THE House Naval Affairs Committee 

on Feb. 15 approved a bill reducing 
the percentage of enlisted pilots in 
aviation tactical units of the Navy and 
Marine Corps from 30 per cent to “not 
less than 20 per cent.” 

The bill, H. R. 6599, contains a pro- 
viso that 20 per cent shall be the mini- 
mum ratio, “except when the Secretary 
of the Navy shall determine that it is 
impracticable to secure that number of 


enlisted pilots.” 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, Chief 


of the Bureau of Aeronautics, told the 
committee that it now costs $1,000 
more to train an enlisted man to be a 
flier than a commissioned officer. The 
cost of training the latter, he said, was 
$18,000. The Navy Department has ad- 
vocated for several years a reduction 
of the number of enlisted men used as 
pilots.

THE Secretary of War has approved 
a reduction in price of the U. S. 
rifle, cal. .30 M1917 (used and repair- 
ed) from $15.00 to $7.50. These rifles 
will be available for sale at this price, 
plus the normal packing charges, to 
individuals authorized to purchase 
other standard material. 
This reduced price will also be used 
on Reports of Survey, Statements of 
Charges. and other financial settlement
